1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .114, including the fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Claims 

2. Claims 1-22, 25, and 31-35 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 30, 2002 
(Paper No. 18) was considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 6-9,13-19, 21 and 33 are allowed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C, 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

pujDlished under Article 21 (2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 
(2; a patent granfed on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 



6. Claims 1-5, 10-12, 20, 22, 25. 31, 32, 34 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
1 02 as being anticipated by Katoot (US 5,932.299). 

Katoot teaches the treatment of the outer surfaces of articles, such as gloves 
(col. 5, line 32), made of plastic or polymers (col. 7, line 61) with dispersions containing 
colloidal silica (col. 20, lines 50 and 60-67; col. 21, lines 8-14). The treated articles may 
be made of SILASTIC™ (col. 9, line 36) or styrene-butadiene (col. 9, line 59) polymers 
and are used to provide enhanced protection for employees who wear them while in 
contact with biological fluids and chemicals (col. 5, lines 18-39). 

SILASTIC™ and styrene-butadiene polymers are well known elastomers. 

The partial embedding of silica particles in the surface of elastomeric articles 
coated in accordance with the Katoot invention would be inherent, based upon the 
identity of the coatings and the substrates employed by Katoot with applicants'.
